of Aug. 24. Pleckham died of injur- 
ies on Aug. 27. 


Second degree manslaughter is 


defined by the law as "killing of a 
human being without design to ef- 
fect death, in the heat of passion, 
but in a cruel and unusual manner, 
unless it be committed under such 
circumstances as to constitute ex- 
cusable or justifiable homicide." 


Judge Lockney granted Kuhn a 


stay of sentence until Monday noon.

Washington — (35 — The United 


States, formally reserving all its 
rights to recover on damages which 
it may suffer as a result of Britain' 
blockade of German exports, today 
called the blockade a breach of thi 
principles of international law. 


In a formal note to Great Britain 


made public by the state depart 
ment the American governmen 
said it was "under the necessity o: 
requesting that measures adoptee 
by the British government shall no 
cause interference with the legiti 
mate trade of its nationals and o: 
reserving meanwhile all its rights 
ad the rights of its nationals when- 
ever, and to the extent that, they 
may be infringed." 


Britain put into effect Monday a 


virtual blockade against German 
exports coming out through neutral 
counties and destined for overseas 
consumers. 


Lists Reasons 


The state department told Britain 


that "quite apart from the principles 
of international law thus involved, 
the maintenance of the integrity of 
which can not be too strongly em- 
phasized at this time when a tend- 
ency toward disrespect for law in 
international relations is threaten- 
ing the security of peace-loving na- 
tions, there are practical reasons 
which move my government to take 
notice of the orders in council liere 
in question," - 


These practical reasons were list- 
ed as: 


1. In many cases orders for goods 


of German origin have been placed 
by Americans for which they al- 
ready have made payment in whole 
or in part or have otherwise obligat- 
ed themselves. 


2. In other cases goods purchased 


from Germany or which might be

The same unanimity of opinion u 


found by age groups in the survey. 
Voters under 30 years of age are 27 
to 1 against going to war, and voters 
over the age of 50 are opposed to 
war by exactly the same ratio. 


While it is clear that the public is 


in no mood at the preaent time to 
join a*war:abroad, earlier Institute 
polls have shown that the majority 
of voters would be willing to take 
up arms if the American continent 
were invaded. In case Canada were 
attacked l>y a European power, 73 
per cent of voters in a recent survey 
say they think the United States 
should give military aid to Canada. 
Approximately the same number 
say they would fight to defend-ter- 
ritory around the Panama Canal 
zone from attack by a foreign pow- 
er.

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BUREAUCRACY BECOMES MASTER 


Recently there was some criticism from 


Milwaukee sources about the fact that 
Milwaukee county, with perhaps a fifth_pr 
more of the population of the state, is 
inadequately supplied with state educa- 
tional facilities. It was pointed out that 
while there is in that metropolian area 
one teachers' college for a fifth of the 
population, the other four-fifths of the 
state have eight such colleges, not count- 
ing the department of education at the 
state university. 


Such talk prompts a recollection of an 


important and revealing phase of 1939 leg- 
islative activities. 


Before the deeds of that legislature— 


and there were good, bad and question- 
able results of the session—become in- 
scribed in the musty pages of history, it 
is well to recall that on one important 
point our legislators beat a cowardly re- 
treat from a problem which for more than 
a decade has begged their attention, a 
problem of which the Milwaukee com- 
plaint is a part 


When the 1939 session opened, those 


citizens and students of state government 
and school affairs had high hopes that 
at long last the state board of education 
bin would make some headway. One of 
its principal advocates, State Superin- 
tendent John Callahan, allowed his optim- 
ism to "become public. The bill, which 
had been buffeted around during more 
legislative sessions than any other re- 
spectable proposal, was introduced by a 
Republican, Senator Roethe, a man who 
haS so distinguished himself in his party's 
councils that he became president pro 
texnpore of the senate. The.head of his 


• party and head of the administration, 
Governor Heil, made public statements in-! 
dicating strongly that he favored a cen- 
tralization of the public school system 
such as contemplated in. the bill. 


Among thinking citizens generally 


there "was strong approval for the plea 
that a public school system which costs 
many millions annually should be inte- 
grated, for the sake of efficiency and 
economy. There was strong doubt that a 
system of teacher training which is split 
in three directions imSer three separate 
and independent jurisdictions is as effec- 
tive as a single training department Peo- 
ple had become aware that when the 
"University of Wisconsin, nine state col- 
leges, and more than a score of county 
training schools undertake the job of pro- 
ducing teachers, there will inevitably be 
overlapping, ^needless competition, jealou- 
sy, and --waste. 


There was no sound reason ever shown 


why the presidents of the teachers' col- 
leges and the president of the university 
should compete biennially for legislative 
favor in appropriations, when a single 
state department could present both their 
aeeds accurately and fairly without resort 
to log-rolling and other political devices. 
There seemed to be little excuse, in these 
days of modern highways and rapid trans- 
portation, for county normal schools a 
few miles away from a state college do- 
ing an identical job. 
With a constitu- 


tional department of education existing 
for the purpose of supervising and ad- 
ministering state education, there 
ap- 


peared to be little reason for the creation 
of a separate and wholly independent 
department of vocational education. 


But such reasoning got scant atten- 


tion in the legislature when the embat- 
tled bureaucrats descend upon Madison. 
A legislative leadership which 
boldly 


fought for unpopular new taxes, buckled 
down to the threats of the teachers col- 
leges, the vocational school directors the 
college presidents, the regents, the school 
faculties, and the various special groups 
which those interests aligned with them 
and brought to Madison. 


Eacfi bitterly challenged the right of 


anyone, even the state legislature, to say 
that their autonomy should end. Each 
demanded the right to continue to rule 
then- own little roosts. 
Each was cer- 


tain that if any attempt were made to 
draw together the loose ends of the big 
and expensive state school system it would 
be a sacrilegious invasion of their priv- 
ileges, of their bureaucratic sovereignty 


The bill was killed, shamelessly0 and 


finally, when fee college presidents and 
their allies told the legislators to kill it 
A legislature which had the courage to 
amend state labor laws in the face of dire 
threats from the whole leadership of or- 
ganized labor in Wisconsin, which man- 
aged to enact a tax which had as little 
popular approval as the cigarette tax 


which tried to reorganize the public ser- 
vice commission despite the fact that pub- 
lic < opinion was almost unanimously hos- 
tile to the idea, and almost succeeded In 
doing so, that legislature bowed to the 
will of a clique of school masters and 
their associates in a system which be- 
longs to all of us, which we support, but 
which we apparently cannot control. With 
scant consideration of its merits, but with 
an eloquent submission to pressure, the 
legislature steered for the waste-basket 
a measure with immense possibilities for 
good. 


When the people of Milwaukee coun- 


ty complain that they are discriminated 
against, they might remember that. 


When any part of the state complains 


about the distribution of state school fa- 
cilities, when it is argued that there is 
discrimination and misplayed emphasis, 
that record ought to be remembered. ' It 
must be seen that the system is greater 
than the legislature and the representa- 
tives of the people. It is immovable, we 
must conclude from the repeated failures 
in successive attempts. The creature has 
become stronger than the creator.

JUSTICE NOT FOR SALE 


It is interesting to read the opinion 


of the specially constituted Circuit Court 
of Appeals that affirmed the imprison- 
ment of Judge Manton, the only Federal 
jurist in our national history to be con- 
victed before the bar of justice. 


Judge Manton had urged before this 


special tribunal, upon which 
sat two 


judges of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States, that the decisions he was ac- 
cused of selling were actually correct de- 
cisions of the problems involved. 
The 


Appeals Court, we think, treated this 
propositioa with a clarity that should not 
be missed upon any of our citizenry when 
it stated: 


"For aught that now appears we may 


assume for present purposes that ail 
of the cases in which Manton's action 
is alleged to have been corruptly se- 
cured were in fact rightly decided. 
But the lawlessness of the conspiracy 
here in question is in no degree depen- 
dent upon the indefensibility of the 
decisions which were rendered in con- 
summating it 


"Judicial action, whether just or 


unjust, right or wrong, is not for sale; 
and if the rule shall ever be accept- 
ed that the correctness of judicial 
action taken for a price removes the 
stain of corruption and exonerates the 
judge, the event will be the first step 
toward abandonment of that require- 
ment of even handed justice pro- 
claimed by 
Chief Justice Marshall 


more than a century ago that; the 
judge must be perfectly and complete- 
ly independent, with nothing to influ- 
ence and control him but God and his 
conscience.'" 
In practical fact, we can all of us easi- 


ly stand the honest errors of conscientious 
judges. The thing that we cannot stand is 
any tampering whatsoever with judicial 
action. 


And if the successful litigants were cor- 


rect in the cases before Manton they had 
the right to the decisions without buying 
them.

Poignant tragedy has struck in the 


world of jazz music. The jitterbugs are 
mourning—or should be—a departed idol. 


Artie Shaw has paid off his band and 


gone to Mexico for his health. Those to 
whom the name of Artie Shaw doesn't 
mean anything are to be pitied, or con- 
gratulated, depending on the viewpoint. 
He is or was the No. 1 swing clarinetist 
in the country with a host of devotees 
from Maine to California. 


However, there is indication that Mr. 


Shaw had some sense. For instance, he 
once called jitterbugs "morons." 
Shortly 


before his sudden retirement he said in an 
interview, "My friends tell me ... 
I 


shouldn't have said what I did. They say 
these people (swing fans) made me. I tell 
them that if I was made by a bunch of 
morons, that's just too bad." 
. 


Of course it wasn't too bad for Mr. 


Shaw financially at $12,000 a week for his 
band appearances, $2,500 for each radio 
broadcast and additional sums for work in 
the movies. If morons made him, they 
did a munificent job. 


Anyone who has attended a jitterbug 


"rug-cutting/' or whatever they call it, 
would be inclined to agree with Mr. Shaw 
that the jitterbugs are morons, or at least 
temporarily deranged. 
The savages in 


the jungles never put on a wilder dance, 
and they aren't supposed to know any 
better. 


A kindlier view is that the jitterbugs 


are no more moronic than fanatical fans 
of a number of other activities. They are 
merely victims of a passing excess which 
happens to have its outlet in grotesque 
muscular contortions. Memory recalls 
reluctantly, that before the jitterbug 
spasm were the shimmy, cake walk, the 
lambeth walk and a dozen other gymnastic 
dances. Each was a rage in its turn but 
soon died.

The Political Economy of This War 


Both here and abroad there are 


many reassuring signs of a grow- 
ing concensus of Informed opinion 
about how the economy of war- 
time should be managed. The ob- 
ject to be attained is reasonably 
clear, and is now more generally 
understood than it was in the last 
war. —- 


Thus it is now known that the 


really serious and lasting destruc- 
tiveness of war, apart from the loss 
of human life, is not in the physical 
destruction of property in. battle, 
not in'thee conomic waste of the 
huge armaments, but in the perma- 
nent dislocation of the normal mar- 
kets for trade and in the internal 
disruption caused by the inflation 
of prices, wages and government 
buagets. The peoples found it easy 
enough to repair the physical devas- 
tation of the last war; what they 
were never able to repair success- 


- fully and adequately was the dis- 


organization of commerce and the 
i evolutionary distortion of incomes, 
costs of production, wages, and 
prices within the various countries. 


The task of economic statesman- 


ship is to prevent that from hap- 
pening again. The broad outline of 
the policy can, I think, already be 
discerned. 
Potential Snpply Tops 
The Effective Demand 


It is a policy in two main phases, 


that of the present and that of the 
most probable future. 


Taking the free economic world 


as a whole, that is to say the world 
which is not totalitarian and is not 
blockaded—the world which includ- 
es the Allies and practically all the 
neutrals—there are still in spite of 
the wasteful consumption of war, 
large stocks of raw materials, fairly 
large inventories in many goods, a 
large volume of unemployed and 
underemployed labor, and in most 
though not all branches of produc- 
tson, a considerable unutilized plant ] 
capacity. Even Great Britain and I 
Prance are not yet at their maxi- j 
mum productive capacity There are j 
still available plants and 
labor j 


which are not fully employed at I 
^necessary work. Obviously, that is 
even more true of the dominions, of 
the European and American neu- 
trals, and above all of the United 
States. 


As long as this condition prevails, 


we shall still be in the first phase 
of the war economy. And in this 
first phase, marked, by the fact that 
potential supply is still greater than 
effective demand, there is no likeli- 
hood of a serious inflationary rise 
in prices, -wage rates and costs of 
production. 


The chief problem in the first 


phase is to manage the increase of 
production so as to avoid stoppages 
at natural or artificial bottle necks. 
By a natural bottle neck is meant, 
ior example, the shortage of skilled 
labor which is due in part to the 


fact that during ten years of de- 
pression so many young men have 
not had the opportunity to learn 
skilled trades. The remedy here is 
industrial training, subsidized one 
might hope out of some of the funds 
that have been badly spent on mere 
relief. By an artificial bottle neck 
is meant, of course, monopolistic 
price controls, monopolistic union 
activity to jack up some wage rates 
and to exclude new workers, and 
tariffs, external and domestic, de- 
signed to limit supply and restrict 
the market. 


The remedy here is to enforce the 
enti-trust laws, if necessary 
by 


prosecution and litigation, but bet- 
ter still by persuading business men 
end labor leaders that the wise 
policy for them is to aim at a large 
volume of business and employ- 
ment with moderate prices and 
trages rather than at speculative 
profiteering. As long as we are still 
in the first phase of the war econ- 
omy, the pressure being exerted by 
the Department of Justice and by 
Senator 
OTHahoney's 
committee, 


plus the enlightenment of the best 
industrialists, ought to be sufficient. 
Should Prepare Now 
For Eventual Inflation 


But towards the "end of this 


phase, which may be sooner or lat- 
er depending on how active the 
war becomes, the effect of our own 
recovery combined with the war 
demand will cause rising prices in 
goods and services. At this point 
we shall see the really amazing un- 
wisdom of those Republicans, like 
Senator Vandenberg, who are start- 
ing to agitate in favor of a higher 
tariff. For if there were ever a 
time when tariffs ought to be low- 
ered rather than raised, it is a tune 
vrhen goods are beginning to be 
scarce and the cost of living is be- 
ginning to rise. And since that time 
is likely to be upon us by next sum- 
mer, the Republicans must not be 
astonished if they find that once 
more, as in the case of the embargo, 
most of them have guessed wrong 
and gotten off on the wrong, foot. 


As a matter of fact, it is extreme- 


ly probable that towards the end 
of the first phase, the case will be 
very strong for substantial reduc- 
tions oi the tariff on manufactured 
goods and luxuries. We shall want 
more imports to keep down the ris- 
ing cost of living, and to provide 
means of payment for munitions 
under the cash provisions of the 
neutrality law. and to prevent the 
currencies of the other free nations 
it ota getting too seriously out of 
Ijne with our own currency. 


The Allies will, of course, enter 


the second phase of war economy 
earlier than we do But if the war 
continues into 1941, we too shall 
reach a stage where the effective 
demand for goods is greater than 
the available supply. This is the 
dangerous phase of the war econ- 


omy, for this Is when prices and 
wage rates tend to be sucked into 
a vicious inflationary spiral, fixed 
incomes, pensions, bank deposits, 
government salaries, contracts, and 
bonds are subjected to a cruel, hid- 
den and indiscriminate tax. The 
profiteer and the speculator flour- 
ish. Capital is tempted into im- 
prudent investments. And the hab- 
its and expectations of the whole 
community are thrown into dis- 
order. If these dangerSv are not 
everted, the end of the war means 
a violent industrial collapse accom- 
panied by revolutionary discontent 


The British and French being 


nearer to this second phase, it is 
most encouraging to see how con- 
sciously and how resolutely they 
have set out to deal with it Though 
we still have time here, we, too, 
should be preparing our minds to 
prevent the menace of a war in- 
flation. 
SaccM* in Planninr 
Will Determine Future 


In the second phase, when de- 


mand is really greater than supply. 
an inflationary rise of prices can-. 
not be stopped by prosecuting or 
persecuting business men and labor 
leaders who advance prices and 
wage rates. In this phase the only 
way to prevent inflation is to work 
more, to save more, and to consume 
less. That means that the restric- 
tions on the hours of work and on 
output will need to be relaxed. It 
means that the taxes will have to 
be increased. It means that govern- 
ment, corporate, and private bor- 
i owing will have to be financed 
out of actual savings, and not out 
of inflationary credit created by the 
banks. 


We have not yet reached this 


phase. But if the war continues and 
becomes more intense, we shall 
xeach it, and we ought now to edu- 
cate ourselves and 
prepare 
our 


measures for this crucial period. 
For on our success in dealing with 
its problems will depend, almost 
cs much as upon the military and 
political development of the war, 
how we shall emerge from 
the 


crisis and what kind of world we 
shall live in when the war is over.

United States Reserves All 


Rights Under International 


Law, British Envoy Is Told 


Wan>!ni«»n

The. United 


States, it was learned Thursday, has 
reserved all its rights under inter- 
national law in connection with 
Britain's order in council to stop 
German exports from being made 
through neutral countries. 


It is understood this reservation 


has been communicated to the Brit- 
ish ambassador, Lord Lothian, for 
transmission to his government 


The reservation of Tights, which 


was said to be strictly not in the 
nature of an open protest; was bas- 
ed on two points: 


1. A question of principle under 


International la-sr. la the xvorld. -arar 
the United States, as long as it was 
neutral, refused to accept the Brit- 
ish commercial blockade of Ger- 
many. 


Needs German Articles 


2. The United States really needs 


some of the articles it used to pur- 
chase in Germany. Among these are 
fine precision instruments. Officials 
'are interested in seeing that these 
continue to come to the 
United 
States. 


It is understood that Britain is 


willing to make a concession on the 
point of such essential purchases to 
permit them to come out 


Having reserved its rights under 


international law, the United States 
will be in position to file any claims 
to damages which might result from 
the British order against German 
exports. 


The American government has 


made two other reservations of 
rights under international law since 
the war. started. A few days after 
the first neutrality proclamation, a 
reservation gave notice that al- 
though the government voluntarily 
placed restrictions 
on American 


rights, it did not relinquish* them. 
The second reservation gave similar 
notice in connection with the Brit- 
ish system of navicerts. 


Berlin—QP>—The German govern- 


ment will consider the Netherlands 
truly neutral only if she should re- 
fuse exports to the British Isles, in- 
formed sources said Thursday. 
A stystem by which British con- 


sular authorities would issue certifi- 
cates of origin, it was said, would 


be regarded as tantamount to "giv- 
ing comfort" to Britain.

Netherlands 
government 


yesterday officially denied it had 
agreed to submit certificates 
to 


British authorities showing the ori- 
gin of Netherlands exports before 
they leave the country.)

Under the 1940 agricultural con- 


servation program, farmers are lo 
be given an opportunity to get 
lime and phosphate in time for use 
in 1940, to take the place of a parl 
of their 1940 payments, according 
to Joseph E. Garvey, chairman oj 
the Outagamie county soil conser- 
vation committee. 


The lime may be used on crop 


land or pasture. 
The phosphate 


which has a guaranteed test of 45 
per cent must be used only on non- 
soil depleting crops. That means 
that it can be used on pastures, hay 
meadows or on land at the time oJ 
seeding to legumes and 
grasses. 


When applied to seedings, the nurse 
crops if planted must be pastured 
off, clipped green, or cut green for 
hay. 


Farmers who expect to take part 


in the 1940 program can get lime 
and superphosphate at place of the 
cash payment that they earn by 
cooperating. 
Farmers 
have 
a 


choice of getting their payment, or 
a part of it, in advance in the .form 
of lime or superphosphate, or if 
they prefer to buy their own lime 
or superphosphate, they may do 
so and get their conservation pay- 
ment later. One advantage of tak- 
ing the materials in place of cash 
is that it allows farmers to apply 
the materials without having their 
money tied up for several months 
before being reimbursed. 
-If enough tarmers in Outagamie 
county ,are ^interested in getting 
either liine or superphosphate 'un- 
der this plan, the county conserva- 
tion committee will make the nec- 
essary arrangements to get the ma- 
terials.

Poultry and egg producers in 


the United States continue to turn 
from home hatching to commercial 
hatcheries as the source of chicks. 
the agricultural marketing service 
has reported to J. F. Magnus, coun- 
ty agricultural agent. 


Back in 1928 one-third of the 


chicks hatched were produced in 
commercial and breeder hatcheries. 
By . 1934 this proportion had in- 
creased to almost hall Today the 
proportion probably is even larger. 
And hatcheries are operating for 
more months during the year than 
formerly. Some hatcheries now op- 
erate every month in the year and 
fully a third of them operate 6 
months or more. 


Some hatcheries — they are call- 


ed breeder hatcheries — produce 
chicks, ducklings, or poults only 
from their own flocks. They usual- 
ly follow definite breeding pro- 
grams to fill the demand of com- 
mercial egg and poultry producers 
for better-bred chicks. But com- 
mercial hatcheries are more and 
more availing themselves of hatch- 
ing eggs from flocks which have 


been improved by the introduction 
of parent birds from these breeder 
flocks. 


The rapid growth of large-scale 


production of both eggs and broil- 
ers in areas close to consuming 
market is held by poultry special- 
ists as one of the major causes for 
the increasing demand for hatchery 
chicks in place of home-hatched 
birds. The commercial producers 
of eggs and poultry are turning out 
an increasing proportion of total 
production of both eggs and poul- 
try in the Uniteo?

Hog Cholera Remedies 
The occurrence of hog cholera in

The livestock remedy law makes 


it unlawful for anyone to sell a 
livestock remedy which purports to 
cure hog cholera or any other di- 
sease of domestic animals for which 
no genuine cure is known. Science 
has taught that the only effective 
means of controling hog cholera is 
through immunization with serum 
administered by a qualified veter- 
inarian and that 'drugs and medi- 
cines are worthless as a cure or pre- 
ventive for the disease.

Sand, Silt Reduce 
Room for Storage 
Of Water in Dam 


Form 
When Reservoir 


Gates are Shut, De- 
partment Points Out 


When the gates of a dam are 


closed, the reservoir fills not only 
with water but with sand and silt 
that settles and reduces the storage 
of serviceable water, according to 
information contained in a United 
States department of agriculture 
bulletin and sent to J. F. Magnus, 
county agricultural agent. 


The silt deposit is the result of 


soil erosion. This is where the soil 
conservation service woikers come 
in. As publicly employed special- 
ists they are interested in both ends 
of the silt movement—in keeping 
the^silt on the land and keeping it 
out of the reservoirs. 


Since 1934 the 
staff has been 


gathering definite information as to 
the rate at which reservoirs are be- 
ing silted. They know of examples 
of completely filled reservoirs in 
which original investments have 
been wiped out by silting. By bal- 
ancing the injury to farms from 
loss of sod, against damage to reser- 
voirs from silting, these specialists 
are getting the facts on which to 
base control policies, to suggest fair 
apportionment of the expense of 
keeping the soil in place and so 
peventing filling of reservoirs. 


Carl B. Brown, in charge of the 


reservoir investigations, points out 
that as a practical matter the ef- 
fect of reservoir silting is likely to 
be even worse than the destruction 
of the original investment in the 
storage plant As a rule such reser- 
voir is located at the most favor- 
able point for economical storage. 
If the service to the community re- 
quires a replacement, the substitute 
is likely to cost more than the orig-

love with a girl named Maria 
BeadwelL She was ..a 
banker's 


daughter, 
and seemed

romance by sending her to Paris. 
This was a blow to the young writ- 
er who had been struggling for suc- 
cess largely because he wanted to 
win Maria's hand in marriage.

(Drawn from photograph.) 
A quarter of a century later, 


Dickens wrote the famous book, 
"David Copperfield." In it we meet 
a character, known as Dora, who 
stood in the author's fancy as 
Maria. She was David Copperfield's 
young wife, who died after a short 
period of marriage. 


Taking the place of Dora, the 


book gives us another character, 
noble and helpful, who "married 
David Copperfield after he lost

The book was presented to the 


public as a novel, but to some ex- 
tent it is the story of Dickens' own 
boyhood, youth and young man- 
aood.

cawber, was pictured in a way to 
make him something like John 
Dickens, the father of the author. 
John Dickens was' really an easy- 
going man, often in: debt, but he 
did more to make his life success- 
ful than the Micawber in the book* 


Dickens seldom talked to anyone 


about the sadness in his boyhood, 
Dut he told a few peVsons of the 
rear or so he spent in the blacking 
'actory while his father was in pri- 
son. He said that "David Copper- 
Seld" contained so much of his own 
ife -that he felt pain, at times, in 
reading i t .

1940. 
This is sheer nonsense. There 


is no hope of reducing expenditures 
next year. The only question is how 
much the deficit will be increased— 
not decreased! History shows that 
congresses do not cut expenses or en- 
act new taxes—especially in elec- 
tion years—unless the president 
drives them to it. Mr. Roosevelt has 
never prodded 
congress on this 


point in an oft-year. "Why expect j 
him to do so in an election year? 


Economy Talk The Bunk 


Here and there we may see a little 


paring down of budget estimates 
purely for window-dressing pur- 
poses. No major amputations are 
possible, however, with the entire 
house and a third of the senate 
courting reelection. In fact any ac- 
tual savings in the ordinary admin- 
istrative expenses will be more than 
offset by the cost of putting nearly 
50,000 new civil employes on the 
payrolls during 1939, plus a tremen- 
dous increase in defense appropria- 
tions. The American people want to 
put themselves in a position where 
neither Hitler nor Hirohito 
can 


shove them around. 


This defense spending is a boon 


for the Administration. The country 
has been getting fed up on WPA. 
Shifting the emphasis from raking 
leaves and digging ditches to.mak- 
ing airplanes and rigging battleships 
is good stuff politically. Mr. Roose- 
velt has stated that defense ex- 
penses -will be upped 5500.000,000 in 
"the next fiscal year. You have read 
that he says it is up to the voters 
•whether or_not they want to pay for 
this in new taxes or borrow it 
-"Washington sees nothing in this 
"pay-as-you-go" talk. It is a little ri- 
diculous in view of the fact that 
over~$20,000,000,000 have been bor- 
rowed in seven years. 


If the current level of business 


continues next year, the picture 
may be brightened by a jump in re- 
ceipts, but there will be little de- 
crease in expenditures. The number 
of. relief applicants today is 
the 
largest on record. Moreover, with 
1840 being an election year, look for 
farm appropriations to top 
this 
year's record payments. Hence, fis-

In addition to taxes and expenses, 


another issue on the docket at Cap- 
itol hill will be the amendment of 
the Wagner labor act This is strong- 
ly favored by popular opinion in 
many sections as well as by indus- 
trialists. The constant and unneces- 
sary labor friction under the Wag- 
ner act is getting on peoples' nerves. 
The public is waking up to the fact 
that they pay the bilj for the sup- 
port of these strikes. However, the 
labor bosses control a pretty solid 
block of votes. Therefore, some of 
the more politically-minded Con- 
gressmen will not want to do any- 
thing about the Wagner act until 
the election is safely hurdled. 


A "dark horse" measure which is 


in for a lot of discussion is the 
Mead bill. This legislation is design- 
ed to set up credit machinery for 
small businesses which need new 
capital. Small concerns find it al- 
most impossible to secure the cap- 
ital they need for expansion pur- 
poses. Many potential new jobs are, 
therefore, being still born. Ever 
since the "Small Business conven- 
tion two years back, there has been 
a good deal of sympathy in Wash- 
ington for the objective'of this bill. 
Those who make it their business to 
know what's in congress say the! 
Mead bill will be either passed or ] 
put over until 1941—it will not be 
killed.
